Eight Germ-War Tests in U.S. 
Are Acknowledged by Army 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP), 
—The Army said today that be- 
tween 1950 and 1966 it conducted 
simulated atiacks with non-dis- 
ease-causing substances in eight 
areas to determine the country's 
vulnerability to germ warfare. An 
Army spokesman said that the 
tests were carried out with “non- 
disease - causing biological sub- 
stances” and that “there is noth- 
ing we have that shows any link~ 
age between these tests and any 
outbreaks of infection or any 
deaths,” 

The tests were conducted at the 
Pentagon and San Francisco in 
Key West, Fla and Fort Mc- 
Cleillan, Ala.. in 1952; Panama 
City, Fla, in 1953; Point Mugu 
and Port Hueneme, Calif., in 
1954; and In New York City's 
subway system in 1966, the Army 
said. Point Muga and Port 
Hueneme are in the same area, 

The purpose of the tests was to 
determine the nation's vulnerabil- 
ity to possible biological attack 
by an enemy and to assess the 
U.S. ability to detect such an at- 
tack, the spokesman said 

The substance used in all the 
tests was serratia marcescens, 
which the Army said “is present 
throughout the environment and 
4s considered not to cause dis- 
ease.”

The Newsday newspaper on 
Long Island reported yesterday 
thay one man—a hospital patient 
—died after the 1950 test In San 
Francisco snd that the death was 
caused by serratia in his blood- 
stream.

By 1957, 
it had dropped to elght cases. 

Dr. Wolf said there was a mild 
epidemic of influenza late in 1951 
and early in 1952 that could have 
Ted to an increase in pneumonia. 

The Army acknowledged that 
serratia marcsscens “could con- 
ceivably act as an opportunist 
and produce an infection” in 
persons who lack immunity to 
most diseases. 

“The number of incidents of 
Serratia marcescens infection can- 
no. be determined because it is 
not a reportable disease," the 
Army said. It occurs in isolated 
circumstances and individuals or 
is invariably assoclated with some 
other disease or injury which low- 
ers the resistance.” 

The Army said that one sub- 
stance, used on!y at Mechanics- 
burg, had the potential of causing 
a disease in persons lacking resis- 
tance. A spokesman said it was 
felt that the substance—aspergil- 
lus fumigatus—was “rather herm- 
less." Newsday said the substance 
is a fungus that can be fatal to 
humans. 

A second substance, used in the 
tests in all of the places except 
New York, the Pentagon and Key 
West, is called “bacillus giobigii,”

U.S. Diplomacy: A Grand Design? 


W ASH8INGTON.—Suddenly, 

everybody is talking about 
Frospects of ἃ Sino-Soviet rap- 
Prochement. Only a year ago the 
very possibility of it was laughed 
out of court. Now the argument 
is no longer about whether a 
rapprochement might occur, but 
how to prevent it, The question 
which few people ask, however, 
is why the West should try to 
prevent it, 

‘Wouldn't the whole world stand 
to gain from a lessening of ten- 
sions between China and the 
Soviet Union? The Washington- 
Moscow-Peking triangle, which 
became part of the Nixon- 
Kissinger “grand design," was 
built on the unrelenting hostility 
of China and the Soviet Union. 
As the Carter team begins to 
draw up its own grand design, 
Should it not seek to develop a 
new concept—a détente triangle? 

Tt is not something that would 
come naturally to Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, Carter's national se- 
curity adviser, who has often 
stressed the benefits derived by 
the United States from con- 
tinuing Sino-Soviet hostility. 
When hostility between the So- 
viet Union and Chinz was one 
of the main facts of interna- 
tional life, Henry Kissinger 
could easily maintain, as he 
often did, that it was not for the 
United States to interfere—which 
was @ diplomatic way of saying. 
let them stew in their own juice. 
This was one of the few aspects 
of Kissinger’s policy which met 
with Brzezinski’s approval. 


Push Peking 


Those who advocate a policy 
of strict nonintervention in the 
Sino-Soviet dispute maintain 
that Peking will consult its own 
best interests and will act ac- 
cordingly. In their view, any 
attempts by the United States to 
interfere in order to Keep the 
dispute alive would be counter- 
productive. It might push Peking 
Turther into Soviet arms instead 
of keeping it out of them. 

The contrary view, that the 
United States should work against 
a rapprochement, is ably pre- 
sented in a paper by Prof. Don- 
ald Zagoria distributed recently 
by Columbia University’s Re. 
earch Institute on International 
Change—of which Zbigniew 

i happens’ to be the 
head. Zagoria's views obviously 
do not commit Braezinski in any 
way, but the two men have been 
associated at Columbia for a 
number of years. Whether this 
means anything only the future 
will show. 

Zagoria lists the benefits de- 
rived by the United States from 
the Sino-Soviet dispute. Militar- 
ily, be says, half of the Soviet 
armed forces are tied down on 
the Chinese border, which elves 
Moscow a strong incentive to 
avoid a crisis in the West. 
Ideologically, Peking is chelleng- 
ing Moscow in the Third World 
and in the international Com- 
munist movement. Politically, 
Moscow must contend with the 
virulent, worldwide campaign 
against Soviet influence. Diplo. 
matically, the dispute has given 
Washington diplomatic leverage 
against Moscow—something that 
Brzezinski himself has aiso 
ome on a number of occa-

Zagoria’s recommendation is 
that, to preserve these advan- 
tages, Washington should “tilt” 
toward Peking by accelerating 
the process of normalization with 
China.

Show Deficit 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP). 
—A key yardstick of the U.S. in~ 
ternational payments position reg- 
istered its biggest deficit in two 
years in the third quarter, the 
government said today. 

The Commerce Department 
said the U.S. current account 
showed # deficit of $1.06 billion 
for the three-month period end- 
ing in September, compared with

it was the biggest deficit since 
the $148-billion ehortfaN in‘ the 
third quarter of 1974. 

The current account measures 
all international transactions in- 
volving the United States, except 
for long-term capital flows, and 
indicates the nation’s position in 
relation to its trading partners. 


The Coramerce Department said 
the major factor in the third- 
quarter deficit was a $1.69-billion 
increase in the deficit in the 
trade in goods, The deficit total- 
ed $3.03 billion for the quarter. 


Counting services as well as 
goods involved in trade, the U.S. 
accounts were in surplus by $869 
milton, but that still was down 
from a $1.74-billion surplus in 
the previous quarter.

North Sea Field 
Said to Be a 
Major Discovery 


LONDON, Dec. 22 +APs.—Mesa 
Petroleum of Texas announced 
yesterday it has struck a new 
North Sea oil field off northeast 
Scotland that industry sources 
Say could be a major discovery. 
Reports indicated the field could 
have recoverable reserves of up 
to 500 million barrels.

College Football Powers Set 
To Challenge NCAA’s Rules 


By Gordon S. White Jr. 


DALLAS. Dec, 22 (NYT!.~ 
Fifty-six of the nation’s most 
powerful football colleges have 
met to form a new group that 
will campaign for changes in Na- 
tiona) Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
elation rules they consider un- 
favorable to their programs, 

This organization, which will 
be called the College Football 
Association, is seen by some 
other colleges 85 "a political move 
and a threat to break up the 
NCAA.” and by others as "2 
power play to get their way 
against the majority of the 
membership" of 717 colleges. 

Dr. Ear! Ramer of the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee, chairman of 
the meeting and a former presi- 
dent of the NCAA, strongly de- 
Died that the new association 
had such intentions. He referred 
ἴο it as a “forum for discussing 
our mutual problems and to 
identify our issues.” 

But Tom Hansen, assistant 
executive director of the NCAA, 
said: “Yes, it’s a politica) threat. 
IT don’t know in just what direc- 
tion yet, but it's 3 political 
move." Hansen spoke by phone 
fram his office in Shawnee Mis- 
sion, Kan, while the 56 college 
representatives met in the Dal~ 
las-Fort Worth Airport Marina 
Hotel, 

Among the changes contem- 
plated by this group js a re- 
organization of the NCAA 580 
that the football powers can be 
in a group of thelr own, At 
present these schools are in 
NCAA Division I, which has 247 
members, including many major 
basketball colleges that do not 
stress football. These basketball 
Powers do not wart to be known 
as anything other than Division 
1 schools and are willing to fight 
@ reorganization that would jow- 
er their ranking in any way. The 
smaller NCAA colleges are in Di- 
vision ΤΙ or IL 

The Rev. Eimund P. Joyce. 
vice-president of Notre Dame, 
who was at the meeting. said: 
“The NCAA recognizes the need 


to reorganize. We want the 
chance to determine our own 
destiny.” 


The men and women at the 
gathering represented <uch in- 
stitutions as Penn State, Pitts- 
burgh, Syracuse, Alabama, Texas. 
Arkansas, Georgia, Maryland. and 
Boston College. Seventy-eight 
colleges were invited, and notable 
by their absence were the mem- 
bers of the Big 10 and Pacific 
Eight Conferences. The ab- 
sentees included Ohio State, 
Michigan, Southern California 
arl the University of California, 
Los Angeles. 

Super Conference Feared 

Those present returned to their 
campuses with membership ap- 
plications to be approved by their 
presidents and returned by Feb. 1.
